STAFF  POWER 

For  some  ;moritbs  at  Toronto,  the  debate  which  simmers 
constantly  just  below  the  academic  surface  has  been  erupting 
violently,  and  has  thrown  into  high  releif  the  moral  dilemma  that 
faces  all  those  people  who  are  at  once  committed  to  both  the 
aquisition  and  promulgation  of  knowledge.  As  dedicated 
practitioners  in  their  own  academic  fields,,  many  professors  find 
themselves  continually  in  grave  danger  of  betraying  their  subjects 
and  compromising  their  standards  to  meet  the  voiciferous  demands  for 
'instant  education'.  In  an  age  now  more  dominated  by  the  threat  of  an 
information  rather  than  a  nuclear  explosion,  our  only  defense  against 
the  McCluhan  barrage  is  the  possession  of  a  finely  tuned  critical 
faculty  with  which  to  chart  a  course  through  the  miasma  of 
propaganda,  deceit  and  cant  that  shrouds  the  information  that  is 
useful. 

It  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  university  professors  to  equip 
students  with  such  a  faculty.  It  is  a  truism  of  educational  theory 
that  those  lessons  learnt  by  personal  strife  and  suffering  on  the  way 
to  revelation  are  just  those  of  greatest  reality  and  value.  Each 
teacher  is  only  too  well  aware  that  the  information  partially  aquired 
at  a  lecture  is  woefully  inadequate  for  the  development  of  a  critical 
attitude,  but  each  is  reluctant  to  press  his  students  to  the  point  of 
intelectual  collapse  that  is  required  to  translate  information  into 
understanding.  Here  lies  the  dilemma.  We  know  the  price  of 
scholarship,  we  believe  in  the  values  aquired  through  scholarship  and 
that  they  are  just  those  required  to  resist  the  barrage,  yet  we  do  not 
trust  our  mandate  to  impose  such  a  demanding  discipline.  It  is  not 
possible,  at  a  university,  both  to  foster  real  scholarship  and  to 
train  people  for  jobs.  Each  teacher  finds  himself  confronted  by  people 
who  profess  no  desire  really  to  work  and  who  are  motivated  solely  by 
the  social  and  economic  pressures  to  aquire  a  degree. 

Firm  in  their  beleif  of  the  wisdom  and  value  of  the  scholastic 
tradition,  do  the  teachers  have  the  right  to  impose  their  will?
